But one bid for the construction of the state highway in 
the town of Ossipee was received by the State Highway De- 
partment, and that was so high as to be considered prohibi- 
tive by the State Engineer.

$240 00 was purchased out of the fund, being the town’s 
profit derived from the contract. 

Mr. Wiggin was selected to take charge of the expendi- 
ture ot the fund, but the other meimbers of the board were 
consulted in all things, and the Selectmen wish to share every 
responsibility.

Again we realize that another school year has gone, never 
to return, and we trust that the lessons, both of success-and 
failure, will enable us to do better work in the years to come. 

There bave been thirty-three weeks of school in all of the 
districts, except Fogg’s Ridge, which was closed on account 
of sickness. This district will receive more school next year 
to make up for what it lost last year. 

The year just closed has been marked by steady progress; 
we think that the teachers, in general, have tried to do good 
work, and their efforts have been crowned with success. _ 

We notice that the schools in which most visitors are 
registered are also those from which best vesults are reported 
by parents and pupils, and we believe this. is the natural 
result of an interest elicited by becoming better acquainted 
with the methods and discipline of the school. 

A high school course is a grand thing when undertaken 
after sufficient preparation and the town is pleased to have 
its young people avail themselves of their privileges in that 
direction. At the same time it is well to keep in mind the 
supreme dignity and importance of the common school and 
the common English studies.

There has been quite a large amount of repairing done on 
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our school houses during the past year. The houses at the 
Center and the Valley have been shingled, and several 
other houses have received a coat of paint inside and out. 

Through the request of Hon. H. C. Morrison, Sup’t of 
Public Instruction, we received a very generous amount from 
the state, ($570 14) showing the importance. of raising a 
liberal amount for schools in addition to the amount re- 
quised by law. 

There are two orders outstanding, one for $12 00 and one 
for $1 75. The tuition from Tamworth has not been receiv- 
ed up to this date. 

Thanking the citizens for their liberal support in the past, 
we would urge them to continue the same in the future.
